The people of Washoe county are 


exercised over a proposed appropria- 
tion of the waters of Lake Tahoe by 
the oitieo of Sau FrantiPao, Oakland 
anil Sacramento. There ia no occasion 
at this time to become alarmed about 
an appropriation ot Iheao waters by 
tlioeo cities or by any of tbom, as the 
facts at e. The ulieck t here i • included 
in tlie proposition, which has an out- 
cropping iu tho long exploded Vou 
Schmidt eteal, is tho only thing tbere 
id in tho business worthy of notice. 
There is not a IQBI), WOUIAII IT child on 
the line of the Trnokee river who will 
live to see these waterd diverted to 
other uses than thoae that are subject 
to the natural flow of these waters, 
which is eastward. 


The situation at, this time does not 


demand an outline of the facts,natural 
or acquited, Hut »[ eriite in opposition 
to any direraiun of tho lake waters 
from the outflow Riven thom by nature. 
Tbecitibs mentioned are preparing the 
way to procure w.itor that they will 
own und control; or, in other words, 
that each may own 8 monopoly of the 
water anpply required by each of them.

of its people. But tl.at time is passing 
and the time 19 not distant when Ne- 
vada will diapliy an individuality that 
may astonish our neighbors over tbe 
mountain.". 
When they will learn 


there are meu in Nevada who know 
their rights and knowmng will main- 
tain them to the exoKsiou of outside 
meddlers, who assume to lord over and 
govern na and, if it is to determined by 
them, take our properly and property 
rights from ue. 


There are many opportunities to 


Ban l<'ranoiaoo is ono of the large cities 
in the United Suites that does not 
own ita water supply, and as a matter 
of economy it has induced the other 
cities to enter upon an enterprise 
whereby it IB hoped each will receive 
»nd enob will own its water supply, 
which Is a work that the times demand 
upon the theory that the people should 
own public utilities. 


Tbe object should be commended, as 


there is no question about tbe neces- 
sity there is as public utilities are 
directed and managed by private en- 
terprise and ownership, for the public 
to own and direct not only euoh utili- 
ties as are required by cities and 
towns, bat all public utilities. 
To 


which ownership there is a growing ten- 
dency in the times, which will result 
in an accomplished fact within the 
next century. The world was created 
for all the people there is in it, and 
not for a few of them, who are, in the 
imperfect way public business is con- 
ducted, making the many contribute 
to their wealth and personal advantage. 
While the object of the cities ia com- 
mendable, it should be and tio doubt 
will be carried forward in a way that 
will not interfere with the 
vested 


rights of others to a water supply. 


Should tbere be any pnpose mani- 


fested to deprive our people of the 
rights that nature and their industries 
have given them, the people of these 
cities, or the people of California, may 
find the people of Nevada more given 
to fight than the British have yet 
found the Boers to be. What the 
people of these cities want is a water 
enpply that they will own, and not au 
almost endless litigation connected 
with ultimata defeat, in view at the 
beginning to procure a water supply. 


Those in authority in these cities 


will visit tbe mountains ia June to 
look into the situation as it is pre- 
sented by nature with reference to ac- 
quiring in tbe future the water supply 
required for the use of the people. 
Tahoe ie a place in the mountains 
whore nature ot one time seems to 
have been short of material and as a 
result finished its work by leaving » 
big depression that has eince filled 
with water till it ran over and it baa 
to tbe present continued to run over. 


It is a place of pi eminence connected 


with the history of the mountains and 
ia noted for its pure water and those 
men in authority are desirous to as- 
sertain if there is any water remaining 
that baa not been by nature and man 
appropriated that could be made to 
run over to them. 


It will 6e assertamed by them when 


examination is made that the dry 
Bands of Nevada and its much de- 
spised people by Ualiforuians, have 
long since appropriated the whole of it 
for their use and that is not all they 
will learn, ae it will be also assertained 
by them that Nevada and the people 
mean to keep it for their use. The 
people of the cities and of California 
may yet ascertain, should any attempt 
be made to take wrongfully any of 
theat' waters, that the people of Ne- 
vada possess an individuality not to 
be despised when it ia put in motion. 
It is to ue hoped there will not be any 
oanse for trouble by any ill advised 
action 
by tho people in tbe low 


country. 


Our State and its people have been 


subject to the will and direction of 
men, who were, in fact, residents and 
citizens of California, so long that It ia 
the impression iu that Stute that any- 
thing may be done in Nevada by the 
valley people and particularly by the 
people of Ban Francisco, that they may 


procure water from the Urge quantity 
there is flowiag from tlie western elope 
of the Sierras which is more than nine- 
tenths of all the watora I hat flow from 
these mountains. It eonms strange to 
a person Informed upon natural con- 
ditions in these mountains that the 
Sacramento Valley people should en< 
tertain a thought, not to mention, a 
scheme, to take for their use any por- 
tion of the small quantity that is flow- 
ing from the eastern slope to water 
the people of the desert and Ha much 
ridiculed sends and barren waste. 
The people of the desert eay hands off 
or there ,-.ill be trouble.
